My  Lord, 


I  had  the  honour  in  1894,  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  seventh  section  of  the  Scottish  Registra- 
tion Act,  17  and  18  Vict.,  cap.  90,  to  transmit  to  your  prede- 
cessor in  office,  as  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  for  Scotland,  General 
Abstracts  of  the  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages  registered  in 
Scotland  during  the  year  1893,  along  with  the  usual  explanation 
and  commentary. 

At  the  same  time  my  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  on 
Vaccination  was  transmitted,  in  accordance  with  the  nineteenth 
section  of  the  Scottish  Vaccination  Act,  26  and  27  Vict.,  cap.  108. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  transmit  the  Detailed  Annual 
Report,  together  with  the  relative  Tables,  regarding  the  Births, 
Deaths,  and  Marriages  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  same 
year  (1893).

cent,  by  those  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  6'26  per  cent,  by  clergy  of  other 
denominations,  146  per  cent  of  all  being  irregular. 

In  Table  Xa.  there  is  given  the  number  of  marriages  according  to  each 
denomination,  as  also  the  percentage  of  each  to  the  total  as  they  occurred 
in  every  county  and  in  each  of  the  Principal  Towns.  First,  as  to  the 
Towns,  it  is  seen  that  in  Aberdeen  and  Perth  over  50  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  fall  to  the  Established  Church ;  the  lowest  rates  occurring  in  Glas- 
gow, 3235  per  cent., Dundee,31-68  per  cent., and  Govan  and  Partick, 30-28 
per  cent.  The  highest  ratio  of  marriages  as  appertaining  to  the  Free  Church 
occurs  in  Perth,  2392  per  cent., and  in  Govan  and  Partick,  24'55  per  cent ; 


acted  in  Scotland  and  each  of  tha  Counties  and  Price 
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the  lowest  in  Glasgow,  1641  per  cent.,  and  Coatbridge,  16-18  per  cent. 
Marriages  as  performed  by  clergy  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  are 
most  marked  in  Edinburgh,  1303  per  cent.,  Paisley,  1307  per  cent.,  and 
Leith,  14'21  per  cent;  least  so  in  Greenock,  597  per  cent.,  and  Aberdeen, 
451  per  cent.  In  Greenock,  18'41  per  cent,  and  in  Coatbridge,  28-43  per 
cent,  of  the  ceremonies  fall  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church ;  those  being 
least  in  Leith,  374  per  cent.,  and  Aberdeen,  172  per  cent.  Episcopal  Church 
marriages  show  their  highest  proportion  in  Paisley,  G14  per  cent.,  Dundee, 
6-61  per  cent,  and  Edinburgh,  8'24  per  cent. ;  the  lowest  in  Greenock,  1-99 
per  cent.,  Kilmarnock,  1*78  per  cent,  and  Coatbridge,  0'49  per  cent. 
Marriages  falling  under  other  denominations  bulk  most  largely  in  Glasgow, 
1087  per  cent.,  and  Paisley,  12-28  per  cent;  least  so  in  Edinburgh,  6"80  per 
cent,  Leith,  4'86  per  cent.,  and  Perth,  314  per  cent.  Irregular  marriages 
constitute  967  per  cent  of  the  whole  in  Edinburgh,  and  1178  per  cent,  in 
Glasgow ;  the  lowest  proportion  occurring  in  Perth,  3-14  per  cent.,  and  in 
Kilmarnock,  178  per  cent.,  there  being  none  at  all  in  Coatbridge. 
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In  nineteen  counties,  5000  per  cent,  or  over  of  the  marriages  registered 
therein  fall  to  the  Established  Church,  the  highest  rate  occurring  in  Argyll, 
6000  per  cent.,  in  Linlithgow, 6012  per  cent.,  in  Dumfries,  61*59  per  cent., 
in  Aberdeen,  62*47  per  cent.,  in  Haddington,  67*74  per  cent.,  in  Kincardine, 
68*45  per  cent.,  in  Kirkcudbright,  6853  per  cent.,  and  in  Wigtown,  69*63 
per  cent. ;  the  lowest  rate  in  Inverness,  3222  per  cent.,  in  Nairn,  2381  per 
cent.,  in  Ross  and  Cromarty,  17*27  per  cent,  and  in  Sutherland,  1304  per 
cent.  In  the  case  of  the  Free  Church  four  counties  show  a  rate  of  5000 
per  cent.,  or  over,  viz.,  Caithness,  50*96  percent.,  Inverness,  51*31  per  cent., 
Ross  and  Cromarty,  77*41  per  cent.,  and  Sutherland,  86'96  per  cent. ;  the 
lowest  rate  occurring  in  Roxburgh,  1397  per  cent.,  in  Clackmannan,  13*74 
per  cent.,  in  Shetland,  1261  per  cent.,  in  Linlithgow,  12*39  per  cent.,  and 
in  Selkirk,  8'38  per  cent.  In  Sutherland  no  marriage  was  performed  by 
a  minister  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church;  the  greatest  proportion 
of  these  being  in  Peebles,  20'22  per  cent.,  in  Clackmannan,  2033  per  cent., 
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years  of  age  upon  entering  the  state  of  matrimony.  Two  of  the  bridegrooms 
were  between  16  and  17  years  of  age,  and  eighteen  between  17  and  18  years, 
while  eight  of  the  brides  were  between  15  and  16  years,  and  fifty-one  of 
them  were  between  16  and  17  years  of  age  at  their  marriage.  On  the  other 
hand,  twenty  of  the  husbands  and  two  of  the  wives  were  over  70  years,  one 
of  the  former,  a  widower,  stated  he  was  95,  and  one  of  the  latter  admitting 
to  the  somewhat  mature  age  of  76  on  taking  to  herself  a  helpmate.  Table 
XIV.  shows  the  proportion  in  which  men  and  women  married  at  different 
ages  during  the  year,  and  it  is  there  seen  how  in  Scotland  2*71  per  cent,  of 
the  former  and  11*22  per  cent,  of  the  latter  were  under  20  years  of  age  on 
this  occasion ;  ratios  exceeded  in  the  case  of  the  Principal  and  Large  Town 
Districts.  At  ages  between  20-25  years,  34*21  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  4386  per  cent,  of  the  women  married ;  exceeded  in  both  sexes  in  the 
Large  and  Small  Town  Districts.  Between  25-30  years,  3335  per  cent. 
of  the  men  and  26*60  per  cent,  of  the  women  married  during  the  year ;

Table  XVIII.  gives  the  precentage  of  men  and  women  who  signed  the 
Marriage  Eegister  by  writing  or  by  mark.  In  Scotland,  as  a  whole,  97*30 
per  cent,  of  the  husbands  and  95*56  per  cent,  of  the  wives  signed  their 
names,  leaving  2*70  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  444  per  cent,  of  the 
latter  who  used  mark.  In  the  Principal  Town  Districts  97*26  per  cent,  of 
the  husbands  and  95*20  per  cent,  of  the  wives  signed  their  names ;  in  the 
Large  Town  Districts  the  corresponding  proportions  were  96*74  per  cent, 
and  95*74  per  cent.;  in  the  Small  Town  Districts  they  were  97*37  per  cent, 
and  96*05  per  cent.;  in  the  Mainland-Eural  Districts  they  were  98*61  per 
cent,  and  97*81  per  cent.;  while  in  the  Insular-Eural  Districts,  but  88*13 
per  cent,  of  the  men  signed  and  74*89  per  cent,  of  the  women,  which  leaves 
11*87  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  25*11  per  cent,  of  the  latter  who  used 
mark. 

In  eight  of  the  counties  a  greater  proportion  of  the  husbands  used  mark

8*59  per  cent,  in  Inverness,  and  14*29  per  cent,  in  Boss  and  Cromarty.  In 
eight  counties  a  larger  proportion  of  the  wives  who  married  during  the 
year  signed  by  mark  than  is  the  mean  of  the  same  sex  for  Scotland,  there 
being  5*45  per  cent,  so  doing  in  Renfrew,  574  per  cent,  in  Forfar,  5*78  per 
cent,  in  Lanark,  6*34  per  cent,  in  Dumbarton,  6*72  per  cent,  in  Shetland, 
13*04  per  cent,  in  Sutherland,  18*14  per  cent,  in  Inverness,  and  30*56  per 
cent,  in  Soss  and  Cromarty.  In  Orkney,  Nairn,  and  Kincardine  both 
spouses  in  all  cases  signed  their  names,  as  did  all  the  husbands  in  Kinross, 
and  all  the  wives  in  Berwick,  Selkirk,  and  Kirkcudbright. 

like  information  is -given  at  the  foot  of  the  table  as  to  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow,  the  two  chief  towns  in  Scotland,  where  it  is  seen  that  in  the 
former  99*08  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  98*78  per  cent,  of  the  women 
married  during  the  year  signed  their  names,  leaving  0*92  per  cent,  and 
1*22  per  cent,  respectively  who  used  mark.  The  corresponding  proportions 
in  Glasgow  being  96*24  per  cent,  and  93*86  per  cent  as  signing,  and  3*76 
per  cent,  and  6*14  per  cent,  as  using  mark. 

14*26  per  cent,  of  the  marriages  during  the  year  were  registered  during 
June,  12*74  per  cent,  during  January,  12*60  per  cent  during  December,  11*99 
per  cent,  during  July,  7*38  per  cent,  during  April,  6*90  per  cent  during 
October,  6*86  per  cent,  during  November,  6*37  per  cent,  during  August, 
6*28  per  cent,  during  September,  5*41  per  cent  during  February,  5*16  per 
cent  during  March,  and  4*05  per  cent,  during  May. 

The  marriage-rate  for  each  ten  thousand  of  estimated  population  in 
the  undernoted  European  States,  during  the  year  1893,  is  as  follows : — 64 
in  Norway,  71  in  Denmark,  73  in  the  Netherlands,  78  in  Switzerland  and 
Italy,  76  in  Belgium,  79  in  the  German  Empire,  81  in  Prussia,  and  93  in 
Hungary. 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  79,670  deaths  were  registered  throughout  Scotland,  which 
gives  a  mortality-rate  of  195  in  every  ten  thousand  of  the  population  as 
estimated,  or  one  death  in  every  51  of  the  inhabitants.  Of  these  39,585  are 
males  and  40,085  females.  The  number  of  deaths  during  the  present  year 
is  greater  than  for  1892  by  4125,  and  the  rate  although  higher  than  for 
last  year  is  less  than  for  1890  and  1891.  The  mortality-rate  among  the 
males  alone  is  for  the  present  year  200,  and  among  the  females  189  in 
every  ten  thousand  of  the  sexes  respectively.  The  mean  death-rate  for  the 
last  ten  years  is  193  per  ten  thousand  of  the  population  of  the  country. 

On  noting  the  rate  of  mortality  in  each  of  the  five  Great  Registration 
Districts,  it  is  seen  (Tables  XIX.  and  XX.)  that  in  the  Principal  Town 
Districts  35,220  deaths  were  registered,  being  at  the  rate  of  216  in  every 
ten  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  same, — the  male  deaths  numbering 
17,684,  and  the  female  17,536 ;  in  the  Large  Town  Districts  the  deaths 
were  10,842,  equal  to  206  in  each  ten  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
same, — the  males  5377,  the  females  5465 ;  in  the  Small  Town  Districts  the 
total  is  15,981,  or  in  the  proportion  of  184  per  ten  thousand  of  population, 
— the  male  deaths  amounting  to  7813,  and  the  female  to  8168  ;  in  the 
Mainland-Rural  Districts  the  deaths  are  15,745,  equivalent  to  167  per  ten 
thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  same, — the  males  7841,  and  the  females 
7904 ;  and  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts  they  total  to  1882,  being  in  the 
proportion  of  151  in  every  ten  thousand  of  the  population, — the  male  deaths 
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Tables  XXIII.  and  XXIV.  give  the  deaths  of  males  and  females  at  a 
series  of  ages,  and  the  percentage  of  these  to  the  numbers  at  the  same  ages 
estimated  to  be  alive,  and  that  in  Scotland  and  each  of  the  five  Primary 
Eegistration  Districts.  Thus,  of  the  children  in  Scotland  presumably  alive 
under  one  year  of  age,  17*408  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  14*113  per  cent, 
of  the  females  died  during  the  year ;  ratios  which  are  exceeded  in  the  case 
of  both  sexes  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts,  to  the  greatest 
degree  in  the  former,  where  20*305  per  cent,  of  the  male  and  16*332  per 
cent,  of  the  female  infants  succumbed  at  this  early  age.  The  mortality- 
rate  gradually  falls  in  the  remaining  three  districts,  being  at  its  lowest  in 
the  Insular-Rural  Districts,  where  the  male  death-rate  under  one  year  is 
8*755  per  cent,  and  the  female  7*321  per  cent.  In  each  district  the  male 
rate  is  above  that  of  the  female. 

Under  two  years  of  age  the  death-rate  for  Scotland  has  fallen  to  6*680  per 
cent,  in  the  case  of  the  males  and  6*768  per  cent,  in  that  of  the  females ; 
exceeded  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts  and  that  for  both 
sexes.  The  rate  at  this  age  is  lowest  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts.  The 
female  rate  is  higher  than  the  male  in  Scotland,  the  districts  in  which  this 
occurs  being  the  Large  Town  Districts  and  Insular-Rural  Districts.

1893,  in  each  case  higher  than  for  the  year  previous.  In  the  Principal 
and  Large  Town  Districts  the  rate  is  in  the  case  of  the  sexes  conjointly, 
and  of  each  sex  separately,  above  the  same  for  Scotland,  being  below  that 
in  the  other  districts.  It  is  highest  in  the  Principal  Town  Districts,  viz., 
2161  for  both  sexes ;  lowest  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts  where  it  is  1508 
per  hundred  thousand. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as  being 
due  to  Zymotic  Diseases  is  13,520,  which  is  2823  more  than  occurred  from 
the  same  last  year,  and  is  in  the  ratio  of  333  in  every  hundred  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population,  and  constitutes  17*10  per  cent,  of  all  the 
specified  deaths.

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In  Table  XXXII.  is  given  the  number  and  proportion  of  deaths  from  the 
chief  Zymotic  diseases,  and  from  ordinary  causes,  so  arranged  as  to 
exhibit  the  mortality  due  to  each  during  five  life  periods.  Thus,  of  the 
whole  13,520  deaths  from  Zymotics  at  all  ages,  8982  occurred  during  the 
first  five  years  of  life,  932  between  5-10  years,  297  between  10-15  years, 
2068  between  15-60  years,  and  1241  at  ages  over  60 ;  or  66*4  in  every 
hundred  such  deaths  took  place  during  the  first  five  years  of  life,  6*9 
between  5-10  years,  2*2  between  10-15  years,  15*3  between  15-60  years, 
and  9*2  at  ages  over  this;  so  that  75*5  per  cent,  of  the  total  occurred 
during  the  first  fifteen  years  of  life ;  and  Table  XXXIII.  shows  that  of  the 
total  mortality  in  Scotland;  3028  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  registered  as 
occurring  at  ages  under  15  years  are  due  to  Zymotics,  7*20  being  the  per- 
centage of  the  same  at  ages  over  15  years. 

Measles  caused  3639  deaths  during  the  year,  and  of  these  3356,  or  92*2 
per  cent,  were  fatal  to  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  228,  or  6*3  per 
cent.,  were  fatal  during  the  next  five  years.

From  Influenza  there  is  1248  deaths ;  95,  or  7*6  per  cent.,  of  them  during  the 
first  five  years  of  life ;  15,  or  1*2  per  cent.,  between  5-10  years ;  20,  or  1*6  per 
cent.,  between  10-15  years;  432,  or  34*6  per  cent.,  between  15-60  years ;  and 
686,  or  55*0  per  cent.,  at  greater  ages.

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There  were  68  deaths  from  Small-pox  throughout  Scotland  during  1893  ; 
of  these  46  were  males  and  22  females.  28  of  the  males  and  12  of  the 
female  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Principal  Town  Districts  ;  1  male  and 
3  female  deaths  in  the  Large  Town  Districts ;  6  male  and  1  female  death  in 
the  Small  Town  Districts;  11  male  and  6  female  deaths  in  the  Mainland- 
Rural  Districts ;  there  being  none  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts. 

During  January  8  deaths  from  Small-pox  were  registered,  during  February 
19,  during  March  8,  during  April  8,  during  May  5,  during  June  6,  during 
July  2,  during  August  none,  during  September  1,  during  October  none, 
during  November  2,  and  during  December  9. 

From  Measles  3639  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  affording  a 
mortality-rate  of  90  per  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  4*60  per  cent, 
of  all  the  specified  deaths;  of  these  1901  are  males  and  1738  females. 
The  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts  indicate  the  heaviest  mortality 
from  this  disease,  112  per  hundred  thousand  of  population  in  the  former, 
and  136  in  the  latter,  thus  succumbing ;  the  lowest  rate  is  in  the  Insular- 
Rural  Districts,  28  in  like  proportion. 

Scarlet-Fever  caused  832  deaths  throughout  Scotland,  in  the  ratio  of  20 
per  hundred  thousand  of  population,  and  forming  1*05  per  cent,  of  all 
deaths, — the  male  and  female  exits  are  the  same,  viz.,  416.  The  Principal 
Town  Districts  show  by  far  the  largest  mortality  from  this,  viz.,  28  per 
hundred  thousand  of  the  population  of  the  same ;  the  corresponding  rate  in 
the  Insular-Rural  Districts  being  but  4. 

From  Influenza  a  total  of  1248  deaths  is  registered,  equal  to  30  in  each 
hundred  thousand  of  population,  and  1*58  per  cent,  of  all  specified  deaths, 
most  marked  in  the  Small  Town  Districts  and  in  both  Rural  Districts, — 
male  deaths  number  593,  female,  655.

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To  Hooping-Cough  2026  deaths  are  ascribed,  at  the  rate  of  60  in  every 
hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  2*56  per  cent  .of  all  deaths, — males,  935  ; 
females,  1091.  The  highest  rate  appears  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town 
Districts,  being  79  in  the  former  and  55  in  the  latter ;  the  lowest  in  the 
Insular-Rural  Districts,  14. 

Diphtheria  caused  992  deaths,  equal  to  24  in  each  hundred  thousand  of 
population,  and  forming  1*25  per  cent,  of  all  deaths, — males,  480,  females; 
512.  The  death-rate  from  this  disease  was  high  in  each  district,  but  most 
markedly  so  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts,  being  in  the  former 
29,  and  in  the  latter  26  to  the  population  as  before. 

The  deaths  from  Continued  Fevers  number  1021,  being  in  the  proportion 
of  25  per  hundred  thousand  of  population,  and  forming  1*29  per  cent,  of  all 
the  deaths, — male  deaths,  535  ;  female,  486.  The  heaviest  rate  is  in  the 
Large  and  Small  Town  Districts,  being  29  per  hundred  thousand  of  popula- 
tion in  the  former,  and  32  in  the  latter ;  lowest  in  the  Insular-Rural  Dis- 
tricts, viz.,  13.  Typhus  Fever  caused  51  deaths,  Relapsing  Fever  2,  Cerebro- 
spinal Fever  5,  and  Simple  or  Ill-defined  31.  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever 
caused  932  deaths, — 490  males ;  and  442  females ;  together  being  at  the  rate 
of  23  per  hundred  thousand  of  population.  Table  XXXVII.  shows  that 
181  of  the  Typhoid  deaths  occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts,  and  formed

due  to  this  disease,  in  Paisley  10*43  per  cent.,  in  Kilmarnock  974  per  cent., 
in  Glasgow  966  per  cent.,  in  Leith  9*62  per  cent.,  in  Perth  9*23  per  cent., 
in  Coatbridge  867  per  cent.,  in  Edinburgh  and  in  Govan  and  Partick  8*26 
per  cent.,  in  Dundee  808  per  cent.,  and  in  Greenock  764  per  cent.  Tabes 
Mesenterica  caused  968  deaths,  —  males,  519,  females,  449;  Tubercular 
Meningitis  1185, — males,  642,  females,  543;  and  Scrofula  727, — males,  378, 
females  349. 

From  Diseases  of  the  Brain  and  Nervous  System  there  are  8739  deaths, 
at  the  rate  of  215  per  hundred  thousand  persons,  and  equal  to  11*05 
per  cent,  of  all  specified  deaths, — male  deaths,  4427,  female,  4312.  This 
proportion  is  exceeded  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts,  being 
230  to  population  in  the  former,  and  243  in  the  latter ;  the  lowest,  124, 
occurring  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts.  Among  the  towns  Perth  shows 
the  highest  mortality-rate  from  such  affections,  viz.,  319  per  hundred 
thousand  of  its  estimated  population,  followed  by  Greenock  279,  Paisley 
268,  Glasgow  240,  Aberdeen  234,  Kilmarnock  220,  Edinburgh,  213, 
Dundee  209,  Govan  and  Partick  206,  Coatbridge  202,  and  Leith  176. 
Among  Nervous  Diseases  in  Scotland  Apoplexy  caused  2723  deaths, — males, 
1231 ;  females,  1492 ;  Paralysis  1728,— males,  830  ;  females,  898  ;  Epilepsy 
253, — males,  154;  females,  99;  and  Convulsions  1152, — males  675; 
females  477. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System  account  for  6449  deaths,  equivalent 
to  159  in  every  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  8*16  per  cent,  of  all 
the  deaths, — males  number  3088,  females,  3361.  This  rate  is  exceeded  in 
the  Small  Town  Districts  and  Mainland-Rural  Districts,  being  165  in  the 
former,  and  174  in  the  latter ;  it  is  lowest  in  the  Insular-Kural  Districts, 
117.  In  the  towns  the  mortality  per  hundred  thousand  of  the  respective 
population  of  each  is  213  in  Perth,  200  in  Edinburgh,  168  in  Dundee, 
162  in  Kilmarnock,  151  in  Aberdeen,  150  in  Glasgow,  145  in  Paisley,  133 
in  Greenock,  125  in  Leith,  109  in  Coatbridge,  and  91  in  Govan  and  Partick.

The  mortality-rate 
from  the  same  is  higher  in  the  Urban  than  in  the  Sural  Districts,  being 
highest  in  the  Small  Town  Districts,  163,  and  lowest  in  the  Insular-Rural 
Districts,  96  per  hundred  thousand  of  their  respective  populations.  In  the 
Principal  Towns  and  in  the  same  ratio  to  the  population  the  proportions 
vary  as  follow: — in  Leith  being  157,  in  Edinburgh  156,  in  Aberdeen  155, 
in  Glasgow  153,  in  Govan  and  Partick  151,  in  Perth  149,  in  Kilmarnock, 
148,  in  Dundee  142,  in  Paisley  131,  in  Greenock  129,  and  in  Coatbridge 
122.  Enteritis  caused  1549  deaths ;  Peritonitis  726 ;  Hernia  153 ; 
liver  Diseases  913 ;  Ileus,  Stricture  of  the  Intestine,  and  Intussusception, 
together  454. 

To  Diseases  of  the  Urinary  Organs  2005  deaths  are  ascribed  at  the  rate  of 
49  per  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  2*54  per  cent,  of  all  deaths, — 
males,  1171,  females,  834.  Acute  Nephritis  caused  442  deaths;  Blight's 
Disease  775;  Calculus  37;  other  diseases  of  Bladder  and  Prostate  357; 
while  394  are  due  to  other  diseases  of  the  same  system  not  specially 
differentiated. 

Diseases  of  the  Organs  of  Generation  caused  551  deaths, — males,  14, 
females,  537 ;  Ovarian  Disease  caused  66  deaths,  and  Uterine  Affections 
105.  Diseases  incidental  to  Parturition,  other  than  Puerperal  Fever,  to 
which  252  deaths  are  due,  cause  336,  together  giving  a  total  of  588.

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From  Developmental  Affections,  not  including  Old  Age,  there  are  2426 
deaths,— males,  1338,  females,  1088,  of  which  Premature  Birth  accounts 
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for  1966,  Atelectasis  for  144,  Cyanosis,  Spina  Bifida,  and  other  Congenital 
Defects  for  316, — males,  170,  females,  146. 

To  Old  Age  the  death  of  1527  men  and  2708  women  is  ascribed,  equal  to 
a  mortality  of  104  in  every  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  5'36  per 
cent,  of  all  deaths.  The  male  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  as  occurring 
at  ages  between  95  and  100,  number  134 ;  the  female  deaths  at  like  ages  95 ; 
while  7  of  the  men  and  16  of  the  women  are  stated  to  have  been  100  years 
or  over  at  death.  Of  the  former,  3  were  over  100,  one  of  them — a  labourer 
— was  over  101,  the  second  also  a  labourer  was  102,  and  the  third — a 
crofter — was  104  years  old.  Of  the  latter,  9  were  over  100  years  of  age  ; 
one,  the  daughter  of  a  carter,  was  101 ;  four  were  102  years,  three  of  them 
being  widows,  and  one  the  daughter  of  a  farmer ;  two  were  103  years,  one 
the  widow  of  a  grocer,  the  other  a  pauper ;  one  the  widow  of  a  contractor 
was  105  years,  and  one  a  pauper  was  107  years  of  age  at  death. 

To  Violence  2756  deaths  are  ascribed,  equal  to  68  in  every  hundred 
thousand  of  population  of  Scotland  (male  rate  99,  female  38),  or  3*49  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  in  the  same, — males,  1950,  females,  806.  Accident  or 
Negligence  accounts  for  2481  deaths, — males,  1765,  females,  716.  Those 
due  to  Violence  other  than  Accident  are  275, — males,  185,  females,  90 ; 
and  of  those  23  are  Homicidal  and  251  Suicidal, — the  male  Suicides  being 
174,  and  the  female  Suicides  77. 

Of  the  Accidental  deaths  88  occurred  in  Mines  and  Quarries,  307  deaths 
were  caused  by  Eailways,  or  by  other  Vehicles,  or  by  Horses.  Burns  and 
Scalds  account  for  285, — males,  122,  females,  163.  Accidental  Drowning 
causes  loss  of  life  to  521  persons,  over  and  above  which  37  males  and  36 
females  took  their  own  lives  in  the  same  way.  65  males  and  26  females 
were  accidentally  poisoned,  and  19  males  and  6  females  committed  suicide 
by  means  of  poison. 

The  poisons  which  caused  death  accidentally  were  Alcohol  in  the  case  of 
4  males  and  1  female ;  Ammonia  in  the  case  of  1  female ;  Bisulphide  of 
Carbon  of  1  male,  Bromide  of  Potassium  of  1  male ;  Carbolic  Acid  of  1  male  ; 
Carbonic  Acid  Gas  of  3  males ;  Carbonic  Oxide  Gas  of  7  males  and  2  females ; 
Chloral  Hydrate  of  1  male ;  Chlorodyne  of  2  males  ;  Chloroform  of  5  males 
and  2  females ;  Gaseous  Chemical  Effects,  1  male ;  Hellebore  Powder,  1 
female ;  Hydrochloric  Acid,  1  female ;  Hydrocyanic  Acid,  1  female ; 
Laudanum,  11  males  and  1  female  ;  Opium  of  3  males  and  4  females ; 
and  Morphia  of  6  males ;  Liniments  of  1  male  and  1  female ;  Lead  of  3 
males  and  2. females  ;  Phosphorous  of  2  females  ;  Podophyllin  of  1  female; 
Scouring  Liquor  of  1  male ;  Strychnia  of  1  male ;  Tobacco  of  1  male ;  the 
result  of  Bee  Sting,  1  male ;  Ptomaines,  2  males  and  1  female  ;  Not  Stated 
of  9  males  and  5  females.  Over  and  above  these  a  male  died  from  the 
effects  of  eating  High  Game  and  a  female  from  the  effects  of  eating 
Putrid  Butcher  Meat.  The  Poisons  by  which  suicide  was  effected  are 
Carbolic  Acid,  3  males  and  1  female  ;  Chloroform,  1  female ;  Liniment 
A.B.C.,  1  male ;  Laudanum,  8  males  and  1  female ;  Morphia,  1  male ; 
Opium,  5  males ;  Nitrate  of  Potash,  1  female ;  Oxalic  Acid,  1  female ; 
Tartar  Emetic,  1  male ;  Not  Stated,  1  female. 

Table  XXXIXa.  shows  the  deaths  by  Suicide,  male  and  female,  in  Scot- 
land, and  the  special  method  resorted  to.  Thus,  7  males  and  2  females 
committed  Suicide  on  Railways ;  22  males  shot  themselves ;  30  males  and 
6  females  out  or  stabbed  themselves  to  death  ;  6  males  and  8  females  pre- 
cipitated themselves  from  a  height ;  37  males  and  36  females  drowned 
themselves;  51  males  and  17  females  hanged  themselves;  19  males  and 
6  females  had  recourse  to  poison ;  while  2  males  and  2  females  took  their 
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own  lives  in  some  other  method  than  the  aforesaid.  68  of  the  male 
Suicides  and  35  of  the  female  occurred  in  the  Principal  Town  Districts ; 
10  of  the  male  and  10  of  the  female  in  the  Large  Town  Districts ;  39  of 
the  male  and  15  of  the  female  in  the  Small  Town  Districts;  46  of 
the  male  and  16  of  the  female  in  the  Mainland-Eural  Districts;  and  5 
of  the  male  and  1  female  in  the  Insular-Eural  Districts. 


WEATHER  AND  ITS  INFLUENCE  ON  THE 

MOETALITY. 


The  following  remarks  on  the  weather  of  1893  are  extracted  from  the 
Notes  of  the  Astronomer-Royal,  appended  to  the  monthly  Reports  issued 
by  the  Registrar-General : — 

The  first  half  of  January  was  very  cold,  but  about  the  17th  the  tempera- 
ture rose  generally  throughout  the  country ;  hence  the  mean  temperature 
is  but  slightly  below  the  average.  "  Barometric  pressure,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  high  and  steady,  but  not  unprecedentedly  so. 

February  was  a  seasonable  month  as  to  average  temperature,  although 
the  beginning  of  the  month  and  the  third  week  were  marked  by  a  decidedly 
warm  series  of  days  and  nights.  Barometric  pressure,  while  normal  as  to 
range,  was  lower  than  it  has  been  since  February  1885. 

The  month  of  March  was  singularly  warm,  dry,  and  calm,  with  the  high 
and  steady  barometric  pressure  characteristic  of  such  weather  at  that 
season,  To  find  so  warm  a  March  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  ten  years  to 
1883,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  two  degrees  warmer. 

The  month  of  April  was  unusually  warm  in  temperature,  with  a  large 
diurnal  variation,  with  high  and  comparatively  steady  barometric  pressure, 
and  with  a  wind  velocity  under  the  average,  in  which  eastern  and  western 
winds  were  most  frequently  represented.     The  rainfall,  nearly  the  whole

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of  which  fell  from  the  15th  to  the  20th  of  the  month,  was  31  per  cent 
under  the  average  rainfall  of  the  eight  towns. 

May  was  a  month  with  unusually  high  temperature,  with  a  diurnal 
variation  a  little  under  the  average,  high  and  comparatively  steady  barometric 
pressure,  and  a  wind  velocity  slightly  under  the  average,  in  which  east 
winds  were  2  days  above,  and  west  windB  2  days  under,  the  mean.  The 
temperature  was  4(,4  above  the  average,  being  absolutely  the  warmest  May 
since  these  observations  began  in  1856.  The  rainfall  on  the  mean  of  the 
eight  towns  was  14  per  cent,  under  the  average. 

June  was,  on  the  whole,  a  month  with  a  temperature  decidedly  above  the 
average,  a  mean  rainfall  nearly  the  average,  and  a  barometric  pressure  and 
range  a  little  above  the  average. 

July  was,  on  the  average,  a  month  with  a  barometric  pressure  and  a 
temperature  a  little  above  the  average,  a  daily  range  of  temperature,  a  mean 
humidity,  and  a  rainfall,  both  aa  regards  amount  and  frequency  of  fall,  the 
average. 

The  weather  of  August  was  characterised  by  a  temperature  higher  than 
has  been  yet  recorded  since  the  Meteorological  Society  was  established  in 
1855.  An  average  rainfall,  and  a  barometric  pressure  and  range  above  the 
average.  It  was  the  sixth  consecutive  month  of  the  year  whose  temperature 
was  above  the  average. 

The  month  of  September  was  characterised  by  a  marked  predominance  of 
westerly  winds  somewhat  above  the  average  strength,  with  a  temperature 
and  rainfall  under  the  average.     Barometric  pressure  was  rather  low,  but  a

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little  higher  at  western  than  at  eastern  stations  in  the  same  latitude, 
resulting  in  a  excess  of  northerly  winds  and  a  reduced  temperature  and 
humidity. 

October  was  characterised  by  a  barometric  pressure  and  range  under  the 
average,  a  marked  predominance  of  westerly  and  deficiency  of  easterly  wind, 
and  a  mean  temperature  fully  a  degree  above  the  average. 

November  was  characterised  by  a  marked  predominance  of  northerly 
winds,  a  temperature  fully  a  degree  under  the  average,  and  a  rainfall 
decidedly  under  the  average,  except  at  Aberdeen  where  it  exceeded  it. 

December  was  marked  by  a  very  unsteady  barometer,  an  unusual  pre- 
dominance of  west  and  south-west  winds  blowing  with  a  force  considerably 
above  the  average,  a  very  high  temperature,  and  an  excess  of  four  rainy 
days. 

Tables  XT.,  and  XLI.  afford  some  information  regarding  the  varying 
monthly  meteorological  conditions  throughout  Scotland,  with  the  mortality 
corresponding  thereto.  The  first  of  these  tables  shows  the  mean  tempera- 
ture for  each  month  of  the  year,  and  for  sake  of  comparison  the  like  for  a 
decennial  period,  1881-90. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  last  month  of  1892  was  34°0,  that  of  the 
succeeding  month  January  1893,  showing  a  rise  to  36°*3,  the  rise  continuing 
without  a  break  until  the  highest  mean  reading  for  any  month  of  the  year 
is  attained  in  August  59°4,  after  which  it  gradually  falls,  the  mean  of 
December,  however,  evidencing  a  Blight  rise  upon  that  of  the  month  im- 
mediately preceding  it.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  iB  4T-5.  From 
Table  XLI  we  gather  how,  with  fair  consistency,  the  mortality  was  greatest 
during  the  colder  and  more  inclement  months,  the  reverse  holding  good 
during  the  milder,  inasmuch  as  997  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  registered 
during  January,  7*79  per  cent,  during  February,  863  per  cent,  during 
March,  810  per  cent,  during  April,  846  per  cent,  during  May,  803  per  cent.

Table  XLII.  refers  to  various  conditions  as  occurring  in  eight  of  the 
Principal  Towus  in  Scotland,  and  particularly  as  to  the  monthly  relation 
between  certain  meteorological  states,  and  the  deaths  from  some  of  the  more 
ordinary  diseases.  Diseases  of  a  Miasmatic  nature,  as  a  rule,  caused  their 
heaviest  mortality  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year.  From  Small-pox 
there  was  a  total  of  40  deaths  in  these  towns,  such  being  registered  during 
each  month  with  the  exception  of  August,  September,  and  October,  while 
throughout  the  country  there  were,  it  may  be  remembed,  28  more.  Measles 
is  most  in  evidence,  during  each  month  from  January  to  July,  when  it 
suddenly  falls  as  a  cause  of  death,  and  remains  low.  Scarlet-Fever  is  most 
marked  during  the  early  and  late  months ;  while  Hooping-Cough  claims  more 
lives  during  the  later  than  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  Diphtheria 
is  most  to  be  noted  during  the  last  few  months,  as  also  is  the  case  with  Fevers. 
Diarrhoeal  Affections  cause  their  highest  death-rate  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  months. 

Phthieis  claims  many  victims  during  each  month,  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  thus  registered  occurring  during  March,  April,  and  May. 

The  more  acute  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  cause  many  deaths, 
most  marked,  however,  during  January,  February,  March,  November,  and 
December,  the  winter  and  spring  months,  when  climatic  changes  are  in  this 
country  wont  to  be  frequent  and  severe,  while  during  the  warmer  months 
of  summer  and  autumn  the  reverse  holds ;  and  much  the  same  may  be 
noted  regarding  Cardiac  and  Cerebral  diseases  as  causes  of  mortality. 

Tables  XLIV.  and  XLY.  are  constructed  to  Bhow  the  mortality  as  it

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occurs  in  the  same  eight  towns  at  four  periods  of  life,  viz.,  in  childhood, 
during  adolescence,  among  adults,  and  the  aged.  Thus,  among  children  (0-5 
years)  13,112  died  during  the  year,  i.e.,  41*2  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths,  and 
suffering  in  greatest  numbers  during  the  months  of  January,  May,  June, 
July,  and  December,  those  months  during  which  deaths  from  Miasmatics 
generally  and  acute  Lung  Affections  were  registered  in  large  numbers. 

Of  Adolescents  (5-20  years)  2697  deaths  are  registered,  equal  to  85  per 
cent  of  all  the  deaths,  and  in  greatest  proportion  during  the  same  months 
as  was  the  case  with  children  and  with  presumably  the  same  explanation. 

Among  Adults  (20-60  years)  there  are  9582  deaths,  or  30*1  per  cent. 
of  all,  the  greatest  number  being  registered  during  the  months  of  January,

November,  and  December,  months  when  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs 
and  of  the  Heart  and  Brain  were  well  marked  as  causes  of  death. 

Among  the  aged  (60  years  and  over)  there  are  6415  deaths,  or  20'2  per 
cent,  of  all,  and  these  again  were  registered  in  largest  numbers  during  the 
same  months  of  January,  November,  and  December,  the  spring  months  also 
standing  out  prominently  in  the  same  way,  all  with  low  temperatures.
